THE  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Berwick  Dispensary  and  Infirmary 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  28th  FEBRUARY,  1933. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Your  Committee  of  Management  have  pleasure  m 
submitting  their  Annual  Report  and  Abstract  of  Accounts 

The  o-reat  work  done  by  the  Infirmary  in  the  health 
services  ol  the  Borough  and  District  will  be  observed  from 
the  statistics  set  out  in  Appendix  No.  i.  lhese  ngmes 
show  an  increase  in  all  departments  and  establish  a  new 
record  of  service.  The  total  number  of  In-Patients 
treated  was  446,  which  is  an  increase  of  49  over  last  yeai. 
the  average  daily  number  in  the  Institution  being  i0-5/ 
patients,  while  the  average  length  of  residence  of  each 
patient  was  19  days. 

During  the  year  280  operations  requiring  an  anaesthetic 
were  performed,  an  increase  of  69  over  1931-3-- 

In  the  Out-Patient  department  a  record  number  of 
cases  have  received  treatment  during  the  year  a  total  ot- 
796,  which  is  greater  by  105  than  last  year  and  m  addition 
125  patients  received  gratuitous  treatment  from  the  Oental 
Surgeons  of  the  Institution. 

The  new  X-Ray  apparatus  installed  in  1931 
further  decided  proof  of  its  usefulness,  as  the  large  total 
of  S34  Radiographs  have  been  taken  during  the  year,  uhich 
exceeds  last' year’s  total  by  210,  and  more  than  double 
the  1930-31  figures. 

A  perusal  of  the  Abstract  of  Accounts,  which  has  been 
audited  by  Mr  J.  Y.  Elder,  shows,  as  comparct  with  as 
year  a  decrease  on  the  income  side  of  £//  os  Scl,  but  this 
'is  more  than  compensated  for  by  a  decrease  also  m  ex¬ 
penditure  of  £223  2s  4d;  yet,  despite  this  decrease  in 
expenditure,  there  is  a  deficiency  on  the  year  s  \\oi  king 
of  10s  7d  This  is  reflected  m  the  Lank  Account, 

viz.,  last  yearks  balance  at  the  Bank  of  £208  18s  4d  is  now 
an  overdraft  of  £23  12s  3d. 

Donations  (Appendix  No.  3).— The  schedule  under  this 
heading  shows  the' very  gratifying  amount  of  £562  iSs  3d, 
and  although  it  indicates  a  decrease  of  h434  iSs  lod  as 
amain st  last  year’s  list,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
previous  year  included  legacies  amounting  to  £600. 
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Amongst  these  donations  we  should  like  to  make  special 
mention  of  the  amounts  received  from  the  Infirmary  Foot¬ 
ball  Cup  Committee;  Infirmary  Cricket  Committee;  Man¬ 
chester  Unity  of  Oddfellows,  Loyal  Mechanics’  Lodge,  No. 
9295;  Fenwick  Steads  Dance;  Proceeds  of  Sale  per  Mrs 
Campbell  Renton;  Alexandra  Day  Collection,  per  Rotary 
Club;  K.O.S.B.  Band  Collection;  Eyemouth  Gala  Com¬ 
mittee;  V.A.D.  Men’s  Section,  per  J.  H.  Hetherington ; 
Infirmary  Ball  Committee;  Prudential  Assurance  Company; 
Tweedside  Co-operative  Society,  and  Berwick  Post  Office 
Staff. 

The  Infirmary  Football  Cup  Competition  Committee 
have  created  for  themselves  a  new  record  in  their  splendid 
donation  of  £150,  and  for  which  your  Committee  are  truly 
grateful.  We  know  and  admire  the  hard  work  of  each 
individual  member  of  this  Committee  in  helping  to  collect 
such  a  fine  sum,  and  can  assure  them  it  is  fully  appreciated. 
The  amount  standing  to  their  credit  is  now  a  grand  total 
of  £832. 

Annual  subscriptions  from  the  different  districts  show 
a  total  of  £202  8s  gd  as  set  out  in  Appendix  No.  4,  and 
while  space  does  not  permit  us  to  acknowledge  every  indi¬ 
vidual  amount  received,  we  wish  to  convey  to  everyone 
who  has  subscribed  our  sincere  thanks.  We  wish  also  to 
express  our  great  appreciation  to  the  ladies  who  so  kindly 
take  up  these  collections  in  the  different  districts  and  trust 
to  be  favoured  with  their  continued  support  in  this  good 
work. 

Hospital  Sunday  Collections  (Appendix  No.  5)  shows 
a  slight  increase  over  last  year  in  the  sum  of  £54  is  8d, 
and  to  all  those  Churches  who  have  taken  up  collections 
on  our  behalf  we  beg  to  offer  sincere  thanks.  May  we 
venture  to  hope  that  those  who  have  not  yet  done  so  will 
Please  give  the  matter  their  consideration  during  the 
present  year  ? 

Appendix  No.  6. — In  spite  of  the  difficulties  of  the 
times,  the  year’s  work  of  the  League  of  Subscribers  is 
only  a  few  pounds  less  than  that  of  last  year,  and  it  says 
much  for  the  hard  work  of  Mr  George  Robinson  and  Mr 
C.  P.  Martin  and  their  Committee  that  they  have  succeeded 
in  collecting  from  the  employees  of  the  Borough  the  ex¬ 
cellent  sum  of  £476  9s  2d.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  us  that 
the  employees  have  their  Infirmary’s  welfare  "so  much  at 
heart,  and  your  Committee  wish  to  record  its  gratitude 
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again  to  the  League  and  all  who  help  in  such  a  practical 
work. 

We  have  received,  as  shown  in  the  Abstract  of 
Accounts,  from  the  representative  of  the  1  rustees  of  the 
Will  of  the  late  Miss  Ann  Isabella  Davidson,  of  Berwick- 
upon-Tweed,  who  died  in  1918.  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  certain  investments  which  is  to  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  endowing  a  bed  in  memory  of  her  father  and  mother. 
The  amount  received  is  £600,  and  when  the  small  balance 
still  due  comes  to  hand  the  whole  amount  will  be  duly  in¬ 
vested  for  the  purpose  mentioned  above.  Your  Committee 
having  conveyed  grateful  thanks  to  the  Trustees,  feel  that 
you  will  appreciate,  as  they  do,  the  kindly  thought  of  the 
late  Miss  Davidson  for  the  welfare  of  our  Institution. 

Much  indebtedness  is  felt  to  the  Local  Press  for  the 
publication  of  the  Annual  and  Monthly  Reports,  and  many 
other  items  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Institution.  Our 
sincere  thanks  are  offered  for  their  goodwill  towards  us. 

To  all  those  who  send  gifts  of  fruit,  flowers,  veget¬ 
ables,  game,  books,  etc.,  please  accept  the  thanks  and 
gratitude  of  the  Committee.  Their  gifts  are  looked  for¬ 
ward  to  and  much  appreciated  by  the  patients.  Particularly 
should  we  like  to  mention  the  splendid  wireless  installa¬ 
tion  presented  by  the  Berwick  Rotary  Club. 

The  remarkable  increase  in  the  number  of  patients, 
both  as  In  and  Out-Patients,  goes  1o  show  that  the 
Infirmary  enjoys  the  confidence  of  the  public,  and  there 
can  be  no  doubt  that  this  confidence  has  been  established 
by  the  capable,  efficient,  and  close  co-operation  of  all  those 
who  work  so  diligently  within  its  walls.  Therefore,  to  the 
Honorary  Medical  and  Dental  Staff  for  their  loyal  support 
and  valuable  services,  the  Radiographer  for  his  continued 
assistance,  and  to  the  Matron  and  all  her  staff  for  the  un¬ 
tiring  and  efficient  manner  in  which  they  carry  out  their 
duties,  the  gratitude  and  thanks  of  your  Committee  are  due. 

There  have  beent  twelve  meetings  of  the  Management 
Committee  during  the  year,  and  the  attendances  of  the 
Committee  are  shown  in  Appendix  No.  7. 

Mr  A.  C.  Parkes  and  Mr  Geo.  Robinson  are  the 
members  of  Committee  who  retire  by  rotation  and  are  not 
eligible  for  re-election  this  year  according  to  rule.

much  in  need  of  new  linen,  etc.,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped 
a  good  response  will  be  forthcoming  during  the  next  few 
months.  Please  send  your  shillings  to  the  Local  Press  or 
to  our  Treasurer  or  Secretary.
